the zero course appears to be un- 
economical both in time and effort. 

For the administrative staff and 
the instructional staff zero English 
simply adds to the many problems 
already at hand. The findings in this 
study tend to show that perhaps the 
problems could be eliminated by the 
justifiable removal of the refresher 
course from the curriculum. 
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
